When the Lecal Government has considered the Maulvi qua- 
lified for the office in spite of his non-acquaintance with Eng- 
lish, surely a native, who protests against his appointment on 
“that ground, cannot be supposed to be actuated by any good 
motives. Even if his promotion be. due to his Egyptian ser- 
vices, there is nothing to take exception to. The very fact of 
his having been selected for service in Egypt speaks volumes 
in favour of his ability. He has only been given promotion 
in the department in which he has long served with credit. 
Had he been made a Lieutenant-Governor, an Inspector- 
General of Police, or a Brigadier-General in recognition of his 
Egyptian services, the appointment would have been doubtless 
objectionable. Supposing, for.argument’s sake, that Sir 
Auckland Colvin recommended the Maulvi’s elevation, what 
is the harm? He could not have brought any undue pres- 
sure to bear upon the Local Government on his.behalf. As 
regards the Maulvi being a member of Saiyid Ahmad Khan's 
sect, it is absurd to think. that this circumstance could have 
had anything to do with his elevation. The writer in the 
Hindustdnt of the 24th April calls the Maulvi’s capacity in 
question, but the high percentage of his decisions, upheld by 


the High Court and the sid Council on appeal, belies the 
charge. 


Another Muhammadan correspondent of the same paper, 
a of the 29th April, in commenting upon 
the same subject, observes that when 
Mr. Saiyid Mahmud was first appointed a District Judge, 
his case was generally regarded as a special one. But 
Maulvi Sami-ul-lah Kh&n’s elevation shows that Government 
is now inclined to admit natives to. the higher ranks of the 
public service. Hence Hindus as wellas Musalméns should 
view his promotion with satisfaction and congratulate. them- 
selves on this new concession. If this time a Muhammadan 
has received promotion,: next time the office may be 
bestowed on a Hindu.
